AUGUSTA. Ga. (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, s tr iv 'in g to 
smash a deadlock, has appealed to 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev for a 
quick ban on nuclear wcapon.f 
tests below 30 miles in the atmo­ 
sphere. 
In an April 13 letter to the Krem­ 
lin leader. Eisenhower said ne­ 
gotiators at the stalemated Ge­ 
neva talks then could turn to 
further discussion looking toward 
a general ban on such tests. That 
would include detonations in outer 
space and underground. 
‘ Meanwhile,” said the Presi­ 
dent. “ fears of unrestricted re­ 
sumption of nuclear weapons test­ 
ing w ith attendant additions to lev­ 
els of radioactivity would be al­ 
layed...” 
Eisenhower alluded to Soviet de­ 
mands for veto power and to other 
road-blocking Russian proposals, 
and again rejected them. At thus 
time, he added. “ No basis for 
: general’ agreement is in sight.’* 
Then, in an effort to salvage 
the Geneva talks from collapse. 
Eisenhower proposed a first-stage 
agreement — a ban on tests be­ 
low 30 miles in the atmosphere. 


Could Break Logjam 


If there could be such initial 
agreement on what he termed the 
most important phase of the ne­ 
gotiations. the (ieneva delegates 
who first met last October then 
could tackle the obstacles block­ 
ing a general ban. 
“ In my view.” the President 
told Khrushchev, “ these negotia­ 
tions must not be permitted com­ 
pletely to fail."

Safety Too 


When Congress was debating legislation 
sponsoring the 
nations interstate system 
of 
lirrrited-aecess superhighways, the l r. S. Bureau 
of Public Roads estimated that eventually the 
network would carry 20 per cent of all highway 
traffic. 
The bureau also estimated— because of 
the safety factors built into such routes— that as 
many as 4.000 lives a year would be saved. 


Several thousands of miles of highways 
have now been built to the standards of that 
system. 
And “Automotive Safety.” the publics* 
tion of the Automobile Manufacturers Associa* 
tion. says the fatality rates on these new roads 
confirm those safety predictions. 


Latest statistics credit the New York Thru* 
way with the best record, fatalities on it being 
at the rate of 0 88 per IOO million vehicle-miles 
in 1938. 


A number of well-understood factors con* 
tributing to safety records are listed as separa­ 
tion of opposing traffic lanes, limited access de­ 
sign elimination of street, road and rail cross­ 
ings; the ban on pedestrian traffic, and restric­ 
tions against 
highway-bordering 
business es­ 
tablishments. 


Other factors less apparent are extra-heavy 
police patrols and the strict enforcements of re­ 
strictions, reflective striping at interchanges, de­ 
flecting guide rails around bridge piers, special 
service crews for disabled vehicles, close atten­ 
tion to road maintenance. 


Safety is not the only dividend attributed to 
these modern highways. Other benefits cited are 
the time saved to the motoring public, the elim­ 
ination of wear and tear on vehicles experienced 
on less adequate highways, the presence of good 
roads for national defense purposes 
It is good to know that safety is not sacrific­ 
ed to gain these other ends.

This was almost 30 min­ 
utes before the wire reached the 
grand jury.

There was something rem ark ­ 
ably revealing in the President s 
private reason for delaying the 
announcement of his choice of 
former Gov. Christian H erter as 
Secretary of State. 


In brief, the choice itself was 
m ade long since, on the w arm 
recommendation 
of 
S e c r e t a r y 
Dulles. 
But President Eisenhow­ 
er had the curious notion that, at 
the 
moment 
of 
John 
Foster 
Dulles's final resignation, all a t­ 
tention ought to be concentrated 
on the tragic figure of the retir­ 
ing Secretary. 
Eisenhower want­ 
ed Dulles alone to hold the cen­ 
ter 
of 
the 
stage, 
instead 
of 
sharing it with his successor. 
Hence the President made his 
rem arks 
about 
the 
other 
men 
besides Herter whose qualifica­ 
tions deserved to be examined. 
The President's sentim ent about 
Dulles thus led him to cast an 
inevitable cloud of doubt on the 
degree of confidence that would 
be accorded to Dulles's succes­ 
sor. 
Once again, in this strange 
m anner, the uniqueness of the 
position that John Foster Dulles 
enjoyed was sharply underlined. 
In the realm of foreign affairs, 
until his terrible illness began, 
John Foster Dulles was President 
of 
the 
United 
States 
in 
fact 
though not in name. In the most 
critical situations his recom m en­ 
dations were never questioned. 
Nor were questions ever put to 
him about any situation that he 
did not bring to .the President 's 
attention 
This last feature of the Dulles 
regency 
produced 
some 
pretty 
strange results, in view of John 
Foster Dulles's highly personal 
way of doing business. 
Since no 
one but Dulles himself had the 
authority to deal with any m ajor 
problem, no problem was ever 
attended to that Dulles had no 
time to attend to. 
Despite his 
incredible industry and self-disci- 
piine, Dulles could not make one 
day grow into two days; and thus 
only the most urgent problems 
were seriously tackled. Volcanos 
in active eruption absorbed all 
the Secretary's attention, so to 
say, 
while volcanos 
that were 
merely smoking angrily had to 
be neglected. 
The results of this system are 
most clearly visible in the stra te ­ 
gically crucial Middle East. 
In 
periods of acute tension—during 
the 
first 
Jordanian 
crisis, 
for 
example, and during the Leba­ 
nese crisis—all Secretary Dulles's 
efforts 
were 
focussed 
on 
the 
Middle East. But American Mid­ 
dle Eastern policy has been, with 
rare exceptions, a crisis policy 
rather than a continuing policy. 
At present, it is fair to say that 
the United States has no Middle 
E astern policy at all. 


The clouds of smoke pouring 
out of several 
Middle 
E astern 
volcanos meanwhile indicate that 
a policy is badly needed 
Above 
all. decisions are dem anded by 
the rapid increase of Communist 
power in Iraq. This has produced 
the 
increasingly 
bitter 
quarrel 
between the Iraqi leader, Brig 
Abdel 
Karim 
K a s s e rn, 
and 
E g yp t’s 
Carnal 
Abdel 
N asser, 
who has begun denouncing Com­ 
munism as another form of anti- 
Arab imperialism. 
British Middle E astern policy 
is 
desperately concentrated 
on 
protecting their oil rich holdings 
in the Persian Gulf. 
Hence the 
British were at first delighted by 
the Nasser-Kassem row. 
They 
thought 
Kuwait 
and 
the other 
Gulf Coast sheikhdoms would be 
safe, as long as the leaders of 
the 
two 
principal 
A rab 
states 
were busy slanging one another. 
For a long while, therefore, the 
British Foreign Office sm iled on 
K asso n , and refused to believe 
in his surrender to the C om m u­ 
nists. 
In recent weeks, however, the 
evidence 
of 
total 
Comm unist 
domination in Iraq has become 
too great to be ignored. The British 
Ambassador 
in 
Baghdad, 
Sir 
Humphrey Trevelyan, has been 
called home "for consultation.” 
Consultations 
are 
certainly 
in 
order, for as soon as the Comm u­ 
nists are solidly established in 
Iraq, the Kremlin and its local 
agents can be expected to put 
the 
mast 
severe 
pressure 
on 
neighboring Iran. The position in 
Iran is already pretty shaky 
A 
Communist 
success 
in 
Iran. 
which 
seem s 
entirely 
possible 
within the next eighteen months. 
will in turn have the most explo­ 
sive effect in the Persian Gulf, in 
the A rabian peninsula, and every - 
w here else in the Middle East. 
The very fact that Nasser and 
K assem are so violently at odds 
meanwhile gives an opening for a 
bold Middle Eastern policy. 
But 
the British are too weakly situ­ 
ated, and too dependent on Mid­ 
dle E astern oil. 
They dare not 
even think about a bold Middle 
E astern policy without an Ameri­ 
can lead. 
But "Let her rip" is 
the rule boing followed by the 
State 
Departm ent; 
so 
rip she 
will, with a vengeance. 
The face of the globe is dotted 
with 
other, 
quite 
com parable 
though less acute situations. Sec­ 
retary 
Melter cannot do some 
things that Secretary Dulles did. 
if only because tie cannot hope 
for a com parable grant of power 
from the President. But perhaps 
he will do what Dulles did not 
do — organize the State D epart­ 
ment to begin a new, preventive 
approach to ail these potential or 
probable trouble spots.

Affirms Decision 
In Local Dispute 


ANNAPOLIS (AP* - The Court 
of Appeals ruled Monday that a 
Baltimore jury was capable of de­ 
termining how slowly a car should 
be driven on a wet mountain 
in Western Maryland. 
The high court upheld a Balti­ 
more Superior Court verdict deny­ 
ing four damage suits brought tty 
Philip T. Christ of Cumberland 
against Raymond J. Wempe of 
Cumberland. 


Christ is the father of Mrs. Pa­ 
tricia L. Trenton, a 28-ycar-old di­ 
vorcee who was fatally injured 
when a car driven by Wempe ran 
off a curve on Maryland 219 in 
Garrett County and struck a tree 
Christ 
brought 
suits 
against 
Wempe as administrator of Mrs. 
Trenton's estate and as guardian 
of his 12-year-old granddaughter. 
Cynthia, who was hurt in the 1957 
accident. 
The case was moved to Balti­ 
more for trial, and a jury found 
Wempe innocent of negligence, 
One 
of 
the 
main 
objections 
raised by Christ's appeal con­ 
cerned a ruling by Judge S Ralph 
Warnkcn prohibiting a state po­ 
liceman from giving an opinion 
on the maximum speed at which 
Wempe should have rounded the 
curve 
Wempe had testified he 
was driving at 35 miles per hour. 
Attorneys for Christ argued that 
the road conditions and proper 
speed were not matters within the 
normal experience or knowledge 
df a city juror. 
But the appellate judges ruled 
that “ jurors generally have knowl­ 
edge or experience with the op­ 
eration of automobiles sufficient 
to form a rational judgment . . . 
as to the speed at which a rea­ 
sonably 
prudent 
person 
would 
have driven around the curve ... 
under the conditions then exist­ 
ing ’* 
The high court also held that 
Judge Warnkcns instructions to 
the fury were proper and that he 
ruled correctly 
in 
refusing 
to 
grant a new trial. 
Attorneys 
for Christ claimed 
that a conversation between a 
court clerk and one of the jurors 
amounted to prejudicial error.

On Needs For Dam 


WASHINGTON (AP* - A House 
committee opened another round 
of hearings Monday on a proposal 
that s been kicking around for 
years: 
And. a* u^ual. opinions heard 
were more than slightly at odds 
over what should be done 
The current phase of the case 
before the House Interior Sub­ 
committee on Public Lands is con­ 
cerned with two questions- 
I. Should the entire 
185-mile 
stretch of the historic canal be­ 
tween Washington and Cumber­ 
land, Md , be designated a park'* 
2 Should at least a portion of 
the canal area be reserved for a 
possible dam and reservoir — to 
meet future water needs of the 
nation's capital** 
Disagree On Dam 
Maj. Gen 
U. S. Grant III of 
the American Planning and Civic 
As?-n. told the commitfee a high 
dam at a site above Great Falls 
on the Potomac River is not nec­ 
essary. The water supply problem 
can be met without damage to 
the canal, he said 
David V. Auld, director of Wash­ 
ington’s sanitary engineering de­ 
partment. disagreed, He said in­ 
suring future water needs of the 
Washington arca is of the highest 
priority in development of the Po­ 
tomac River basin. 
Rep. John P 
Saylor <R-PaV 
committee 
member, 
is 
among 
those who want the entire canal 
devoted to a park without restric­ 
tions. He asked Auld: 
“ What precedent is there that 
Congress is so callous that it won t 
think of the rights of the District 
and that you must come into op­ 
pose establishment of a national 
park." 
It's not a matter of opposition. 
Auld replied, but an effort to look 
to the future needs of the Wash­ 
ington area. 
Four Bills Involved 
The hearing continues tomor­ 
row. 
The same proposal was before 
the same subcommittee last ycar 
but died with adjournment of the 
85th Congress. There are four bills 
involved. 
One by Saylor and one by Rep. 
John R. Foley <D-Md> calls for 
use of the entire canal arca from 
Maryland 51 near Paw Paw. W'. 
Va., to a point near Woodmont, 
Md. 
Two others — one by Foley and 
one by Rep. Richard E. Lankford 
<D-Md» — would give the ll. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers a voice 
in developing the park arca. 
The latter two would ban park 
development between River Bend 
and Brunswick, Md., until after 
the engineers complete their sur­ 
vey of the Potomac River Basin.
